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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
5,343,463 (Tetering et al). 

Tetering discloses a method for determining subjective quality of a packetized 
media data stream (data communication packets, col. 1, lines 50-55), each of the 
packets having a header portion and a data portion (col. 3, lines 43-45), the method 
comprising: 

copying a portion of the packetized media data stream to obtain copied 
packets (col. 1, lines 64-68); 

replacing the content of the data portion of the copied packets with a packetized 
known test signal (performance measurement data, col. 3, lines 61-66 and col. 5, lines 
9-12), the copied packets thereby comprising a pseudo-media stream; 

determining subjective quality of the pseudo-media stream (performance 
characteristics of a communication path, col. 3, lines 55-58 and col. 5, lines 54-60); 
using subjective quality of the pseudo-media stream to determine subject quality of the 
packetized data stream. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-31 are allowed. 

Claims 2 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 09/14/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1, Applicant argues (Remarks page 1 1 and 12) that "Tetering 
does not disclose replacing the data portion of copied packets." Examiner disagrees. 
With reference to col. 1, lines 64-68, col. 3, lines 61-66 and col. 5, lines 9-12, Tetering 
teaches that the each live packet for test should be copied (generating two same 
packets and thus, discriminating the two packets into original packet or copied packet is 
meaningless) to keep the live traffic active. Therefore, Tetering clearly teaches the step 
of replacing the data portion of copied packets as recited in the claim. 

Applicant further argues that Tetering does not teach a method of determining 
the subjective quality. Examiner disagrees. With reference to col. 3, lines 55-58 and col. 

5. lines 54-60, It should be understood that the step of determining performance 
characteristics of a communication path is the step of determining subjective quality.
